Report did further inform the Houſe, - That Sir John Stawell was « perſou 
formerly Excepted for life ; Upon which Report the ſaid bir John Stawell 
(co whom the benefit of the Articles of EXETER pranted in the 
time of Warre, and confirmed by PARLIAMENT , did juſily 
belong) hath notwithſtanding had his life very much endangered, by a 
Tryal before an Arbitrary and illegal] High Court of Juſtice ; His Eſtate 
totallyſold; Andthe liberty of his Perſon, ever ſince the year 1646, 
taken from him) are hereby Excepted, and ſhall noc be Pardoned, or In. 


dempnified, for the ſaid offences committed, Anditis further Enatted 


and P rovided. That the ſaid Articles of Exeter, granted to Sir John Sta- 


well as aforclaid(which by the Law of Nations ought inviolably to be kept) 
ſhall be of force, and in alli reſpefts made good unto him ; And tnat theſe 
preſents ſhall not extend,or be conſtrued to free any perſon,or perſons,” 
ouilty of the breach of them, as againſt the {aid Sir Joby Stawell,bur that the | 
{aid perſons, & (incaſeany of them be dead)cheir Heirs, Executors, and Ad- 
mtinifirators, ſhall be lyable to ſuch Damages, to be recovercd at the Com- 
mon Law, as may fully recompence the {aid Sir John Stawell for his great 
loſſes, and ſufferings occafioned by the breach of them, Any thing here- 
in contained, or otherwiſe to the contrary notwithſtanding.
